Will Consumer Commerce 
Leave SMEs In The Dark?

At the 2004 CES, HP unleashed a seem- 
ingly endless parade of consumer products. 
New desktops, notebooks, and handhelds 
joined printers, digital cameras, scanners, 
calculators, satellite radio PC receivers, and 
even new technology that burns silkscreen- 
quality labels on CDs and DVDs. 

HP isn't alone in its recent heavy con- 
sumer focus; other major corporations such 
as Microsoft and Intel are also catering to the 
consumer industry with new products and 
technologies. As the consumer market con- 
tinues to explode, it's easy to see why major 
IT companies want a slice of the pie. But for 
small to midsized enterprises, it's similarly 
easy to wonder if this consumer-centric 
approach will leave them in the cold; after 
all, as resources at HP and other companies 




are increasingly used to grab the consumer 
dollar, it's logical to think that some of those 
resources will be pulled from areas that pre- 
viously serviced the SME segment.

The fundamental principle

By cutting the fat and 
running only on the lean, a 
business can spend less on tech- 
nology, run more efficiently, 



and perhaps get even better 
performance through better 
organization. 

Finding Excess 

One of the best ways an 
organization can do this 
is through software license 
consolidation. Now we aren't 



talking about running pirated 
warez while tiptoeing around 
BSA's enforcement arm. That 
will cost you much more in 
the long run. 

No, these cuts will center on 
reducing unused and under- 
used applications in the enter- 
prise. Most of you wouldn't 
like to admit it, but every year 
you are likely wasting pre- 
cious dollars on licenses you 
don't need. 



Overbuying 

In most people's minds, SAM 
(software asset management) is 
employed in order to ensure 
that you've got enough licenses 
to be compliant with your terms 
and conditions. A SAM strategy 
will look for unlicensed use and 
nip it in the bud before the ven- 
dor comes a-knockin'. Usually 
that means more license pur- 
chases and more money ex- 
pended in the short run. 

However, many businesses 
without a SAM strategy have 
resorted to a rather crude 
method of compliance: over- 
buying licenses. Administrators 
with not enough time on their 
hands and a potential third- 
party audit looming won't hesi- 
tate to buy more than enough 
licenses in order to ensure they 
don't get dinged by their ven- 
dors, or worse yet, anybody's 
lawyers. This is obviously not 
very efficient.

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I MCI Rejects Qwest, Says Yes To Verizon 

MCI's board of directors rejected 
Qwest' s $8.9 billion acquisition offer and 
agreed to stick with Verizon's $7.5 billion 
bid. The move, which came shortly after 
Verizon threatened to ditch its offer if 
MCI deemed Qwest' s to be superior, is the 
latest in a bidding war that pits Qwest' s 
higher offer against Verizon's perceived 
growth potential. Meanwhile, Qwest has 
hired a proxy consulting firm and request- 
ed MCI's shareholder list, signaling it 
could choose to sidestep the MCI board in 
a hostile takeover attempt. In a statement, 
Qwest said it is "weighing its options, and 
shareholders will dictate the next steps in 
this process." 

I SP2 Adoption Rates Low 

According to a new study by Asset- 
Metrix, only 25% of businesses running 
WinXP have upgraded to SP2, despite 
Microsoft's urgings to do so. However, that 
may soon change as companies that have 
previously been able to block SP2 from 
downloading while still receiving other 
updates from the WinXP Automatic Update 
feature will no longer be able to do so. 
Companies still wanting to block SP2 will 
have to use a tool that gathers updates from 
a company's internal server rather than 
from Microsoft directly. AssetMetrix's 
study findings show that most companies 
surveyed hadn't blocked SP2 entirely but 
had also not upgraded in large numbers. 

I IT Execs Say Spending Will Rise 

For the second month in a row, CIOs 

expect their IT spending to rise in the 
coming year, according to CIO magazine. 
Respondents in the March edition of the 
magazine's monthly Tech Poll say they 
predict a 6.4% spending hike in the next 
12 months; in February, respondents pre- 
dicted a 5.9% increase. 85% of the 215 



executives surveyed say their company 
has an application backlog, and 60% of 
those characterize the problem as signifi- 
cant. In addition, 13% of CIOs say their 
organization is having a hard time finding 
and keeping qualified IT labor, the sec- 
ond-highest such figure in 27 months. 

I CA Changes Sales Model 

Computer Associates announced it will 
reorganize its sales department, moving 
from a direct-sales force to a named-account 
program. The new model offers incentives 
to direct salespeople that work with partners 
to drive sales through the channel. However, 
the company insists that while direct and 
channel groups work together on the named 
accounts, the channel will handle all other 
accounts. This summer CA plans to release 
its Total Protection Suites, which is designed 
to give partners a new product portfolio to 
sell into CA's SME areas. 

I Linux A Tough Sell 
For Midsized Companies 

A recent study from Info-Tech Re- 
search Group shows that only 10% of 
midsized enterprises are considering an 
evaluation of Linux in the next three 
months. Only a small number of those will 
actually adopt the open-source OS. One 
reason for this, Info-Tech points out, could 
be that although Linux is free, support for it 
is not. Smaller companies often have staff 
trained only in Windows, and introducing 
Linux would in many cases mean hiring 
more people, placing an even bigger strain 
on already-tight IT budgets. 

I Florida Files First Spam Charges 

Two Tampa men were the first to have 
claims filed against them under the Florida 
Electronic Mail Communications Act, 
which took effect July 1 of last year. The 
Florida attorney general says the men were 
responsible for sending more than 65,000 



spam emails since 2003, advertising fraudu- 
lent activities such as unauthorized cigarette 
and pharmaceutical sales. They could be 
fined up to $500 for each spam message 
sent to Florida residents. Authorities tracked 
the violations using dummy accounts set up 
by Microsoft on its Hotmail service. 

I Microsoft Revises Proposal To EU 

Microsoft submitted a revision of its 

proposal to the European Union, outlining 
the terms it will use to license Windows 
protocols to competing companies, includ- 
ing open-source developers. The revised 
proposal is Microsoft's latest attempt to 
settle the antitrust ruling the EU brought 
against it last year, charging that Microsoft 
was abusing its dominant position in the 
desktop operating system market so it 
could acquire more power in related mar- 
kets. The software maker's revised propos- 
al resolves the majority of issues the EU 
addressed, but the two entities are still 
debating a handful of points. 

I Tech Group Will Help 
EU Counter Microsoft 

A technology industry organization that 
includes Nokia, Oracle, IBM, Red Hat, and 
RealNetworks offered to help the European 
Union fight Microsoft's appeal in its 



antitrust case. Microsoft has been fighting 
the ruling, which last year imposed fines of 
more than $640 million on the company. 
The Financial Times reports that the 
European Committee for Interoperable 
Systems, the formal name for the tech group, 
missed a deadline to petition to intervene in 
the case and thus may be rejected. However, 
the ECIS will still be able to offer legal 
advice to the EU in the case. 

I HP's Wayman To Receive Bonus 

HP's board of directors has approved a 
$3 million bonus for CFO Robert Wayman, 
who served as chief executive for nearly 
two months after HP's board fired Carly 
Fiorina. HP's new CEO, Mark Hurd, offi- 
cially started April 1 . 

I IBM, Network Appliance Join Forces 

In an effort to create an alternative to 
EMC, IBM and Network Appliance have 
agreed to a manufacturing partnership. The 
deal is designed to give buyers more flexi- 
bility, since Network Appliance systems 
are based on open standards. Network 
Appliance will integrate its software appli- 
cations with IBM's Tivoli Storage Manager 
line, while IBM will begin selling Network 
Appliance NAS and SAN products under 
the IBM name.

Gee- Whiz Gadgets Are Cool, 

But Are They Lowering Your Defenses?

The good news is that there's a 
wealth of consumer devices avail- 
able for companies of every size, 
and they're only getting snazzier. 
Cell phones can play music, PDAs 
can sync with laptops wirelessly, 
and MP3 players double as 
portable hard drives. The bad 
news is that IT departments have 
to guard against these jazzy 
devices becoming security risks. 

Because they're designed for the 
mass market, many gadgets don't 
have the same security protection 
that would go into enterprise- 
level products. For example, a lap- 
top geared toward business use 
comes with several layers of secu- 
rity protection, in anticipation of 
IT procedures and policies. But a 
laptop targeted toward students or 
home users might not have the 
kind of heavy-duty protection that 
companies need. 

Addressing the problem has 
many IT departments scrambling to 
keep up. Not only do they have to

implement their own security lay- 
ers, but they have to educate users 
about proper use of BlackBerries, 
iPods, Sidekicks, and other toys. 

"Consumer devices have to be 
treated like any other part of a 
company's technology," says 
Hugh Sazegar, president of infor- 
mation technology outsourcing 
firm Techcess Group. "Even if 
someone is plugging a personal 
device into his laptop, it's access- 
ing company information, and that 
makes it IT's problem." 

Put It In Writing 

Before an IT department imple- 
ments security through software, 
decisions have to be made about 
what kinds of devices are accept- 
able and which aren't. At some 
companies, flash drives are taboo 
because it's too easy for company 
information to drop into someone's 
pocket and then walk out the door. 

In the past, some companies 
tried to limit technology misuse by 
banning home use, but the rise in 
telecommuting has made such a 
policy a drag on productivity. 
Instead of worrying about what's 
going on when the devices are 
away from the company, IT 
departments should work harder 
on defining user expectations. 

"In many cases, mistakes are 
made because people simply don't 
know what the rules are," says Ann 
Westerheim, president of technolo- 
gy consultancy Ekaru. "Most prob- 
lems we've seen are from a lack of 
clear communication." 

She recommends the drafting 
of specific policies regarding 
consumer-grade devices, including 
what will be provided by the IT 
department and what the user 
should be doing. For example, if 
the employee can't make copies of 
files stored on the company 
intranet, that should be in the poli- 
cy, as well as information about 
security updates. Included in the 
policy should also be ramifications 
if the procedures aren't followed. 
If an employee lies about having a 
firewall at home, subsequently 
bringing a virus to the corporate 
network, it's possible that a warn- 
ing will go in the employee's HR 




file or the employee's device use 
will be limited. 

"Mixing home and business in a 
haphazard way is a recipe for disas- 
ter," Westerheim says. "But clearly 
written policies regarding usage 
help employees and IT alike." 

Procedural Thinking 

After a specific policy is devel- 
oped, it's time to begin the 
encryption and network protec- 
tion. Although the broad range of 
devices might make this seem like 
a daunting task, it's actually easier 
than it seems, says Tracy Terrell, 
head of the enterprise application 
practice at EnterSys Group. 

"One simple way to protect the 
network from whatever a device 
might drag in is to put protections 
at the access stage," he says. 
When a user tries to share infor- 
mation from a phone or PDA, the 
security wall should go up first, 
complete with device scanning. 
"Basically, you can tell people 
that if they want to get into the 
company, they have to be exam- 
ined and cleaned first," he adds. 

Sometimes this procedure will 
take anywhere from a few minutes 
to 15 minutes, depending on 
device and the level of network 
complexity. Although users might 
not like having to wait for connec- 
tion to the network, the rewards 
outweigh the risk of complaint. 
"Tell them to log in and then go 
get some coffee," Terrell adds. 

Fortunately, the days of manual 
security checks could be limited, 
as more software developers 
understand the impact that con- 
sumer devices are having on the 
enterprise landscape. 



"Corporate antivirus and anti- 
spyware programs are designed to 
be more inclusive," he says. "So 
another easy way to protect your- 
self is to make sure your programs 
are up-to-date." Symantec, for ex- 
ample, claims that it updates its vi- 
rus definitions every few minutes. 
Tapping into automatic updates 
and centralizing management so 
the updates are rolled out through- 
out the network regularly are use- 
ful for access-level protection. 

A potentially time-consuming, 
but ultimately useful, strategy is

to provide support 
only to specific de- 
vices. For example, 
an IT manager can 
learn the security 
nuances of a Black- 
Berry or Sidekick 
and how they inter- 
act with the compa- 
ny' s systems. From 
that point, the com- 
pany can establish a 
rule that only those 
devices can be used 
for accessing com- 
pany information. 
Although this may 
cause some sales 
people to grumble, it's far better 
than having to figure out encryp- 
tion strategies for dozens of con- 
sumer gadgets. Plus, if the com- 
pany is footing the bill for the 
device, those complaints tend to 
be much quieter. 

"Clear rules, continuous ed- 
ucation, professional support of 
home networks, and controlled 
access to and protection of 
mission-critical information are 
all must-haves in a successful 
organization," says Ekaru's 
Westerheim.

the huge opportunity that exists 
in the SME market. In fact we're 
seeing SME-geared announce- 
ments that are equally impressive, 
though they don't grab the head- 
lines like the latest and greatest in 
consumer electronics. 

They're Still Here 

If you think companies that 
play a huge role in SME infra- 
structure don't have another hand 
firmly planted in the consumer 
space, take a look at Microsoft. 
The company has already sold 
millions of Xbox consoles, Xbox 
Live subscriptions, and Windows 
XP Media Center PCs. Micro- 
soft's recently released Media 
Center Extenders let users con- 
nect their Media Center PCs with 
TVs and monitors to deliver 
music, video, and pictures around 
the entire house. Microsoft soft- 
ware even appears in new set-top 
boxes from Comcast. 

Yet as Microsoft perpetually 
broadens its CE scope, it remains 
firmly dedicated to the SME mar- 
ket. The company is currently in 
the midst of its Microsoft Across 
America tour, in which it's visit- 
ing more than 250 U.S. cities in 
hopes of reaching 1 million SME 
business owners and IT providers. 

"To help our small-business 
customers discover their potential, 
we are investing in interactive 
educational tools like Microsoft 



Across America, which will help 
them make technology decisions 
that are right for their organiza- 
tion," said Darren Huston, corpo- 
rate vice president of the U.S. 
Small and Midmarket Solutions 
Group at Microsoft, in a release 
when the tour kicked off last fall. 

In February Microsoft re- 
vamped its Small Business Cen- 
ter Web site, using feedback 
obtained from more than 20,000 
customers in online surveys. 
Enhancements include Solutions 
Advisor, which helps businesses 
discover which products work 
best for their needs, and the 
Security Guidance center, which 
provides extensive guidelines for 
company owners looking to 
secure their business. 
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Another company that's ramped 
up its consumer focus in recent 
months is Intel. A major company 
reorganization revealed in January 
saw the creation of several new 
business units, including the 
Digital Home Group, which will 
develop platforms for use with CE 
devices. In March the company 
unveiled plans to release proces- 
sors designed for digital displays, 
and the company continues to 
focus heavily on processors geared 
to run home PCs. 

But like Microsoft, Intel isn't 
jumping into the consumer pool 
at the expense of SMEs. The 
company knows that millions of 
PCs exist in SME environments 
that are several years old, leading 
to prime upgrade opportunities 
for both Intel and resellers. Intel 
has been aiming the 915G chipset 
at the SME market, hoping to 
get a major foot in the door 
when companies go looking for 
replacements.

And what about HP? SMEs 
account for a huge chunk of HP's 
total revenue, and the company 
increased its SME sales in 2004 
and expects to see similar gains in 
2005. The company continues to 
tout its security layers, an initia- 
tive aimed at SMEs that's de- 
signed to secure data, applica- 
tions, networks, and OSes. Also 
currently on the HP agenda is the 
new Smart Office program, which 
focuses on blade server technolo- 
gy for SMEs. 

Clouds With Silver Linings 

For SMEs concerned about the 
heaps of their money and time 
invested in technologies from 
companies like these, it' s tough to 
watch as a constant stream of con- 
sumer products flows to store 
shelves. But if recent activity is 
any indication, no major company 
heavily involved in the SME mar- 
ket is likely to jump ship com- 
pletely for CE shores. That's good 
news. Even better news is that 
when these companies dabble with 
consumer technologies, SMEs 
actually stand to reap certain 
advantages. 

Although many consumer prod- 
ucts belong solely in the home, 
others have direct ties to business 
technologies and can help to 
advance production in the work- 
place. For example, the demand 
for faster processors to fuel 
resource-intensive multimedia 
content leads companies such as 
Intel and AMD to not only create 
chips that can handle the load but 
also integrate technologies found 
in those chips into products across 
other areas. Research in other 
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CE-heavy areas, such as imaging 
and wireless networking, also in- 
evitably helps to improve and 
advance business technologies. 

At the recent Convergence 
2005, Microsoft Business Solu- 
tions group's annual partner con- 
ference, Bill Gates acknowledged 
that innovation is faster in the 
consumer space than in the busi- 
ness space. Gates pointed to 
issues such as compatibility and 
upgrades that force users to stick 
with technologies longer than 
consumers, who update technolo- 
gy far more regularly. None- 
theless, he said it's important to 
find ways to consistently get the 
"latest and greatest" in the hands 
of users. 

And even while Microsoft is set 
to make major waves in the con- 
sumer market with its upcoming 
antivirus products, it will certain- 
ly also benefit SMEs who are 
looking for enhanced security that 
works well with existing applica- 
tions. Here and elsewhere, the line 
between business users and con- 
sumer users is growing increas- 
ingly blurred as technologies seep 
into both arenas. Microsoft has 
long integrated similar products in 
both the office and home, but 
other major IT companies are also 
seeing similar opportunities to 
present their products and ser- 
vices to recipients on both ends of 
the spectrum. 

As a result, instead of watching 
the consumer boom with a con- 
cerned eye, SMEs could benefit 
from embracing technology 
advancements that are likely to 
eventually benefit their businesses 
either directly or indirectly.

Because of this predilection to 
overbuy when SAM is absent, the 
expense of developing a SAM 
strategy and buying SAM utilities 
will likely produce an ROI that 
is immediate and dramatic. For 
example, after an audit of a 
100-user LAN at DowBrands, 
administrators found that the 
company was paying $100,000 
too much through overbuying 
software licensing. Internal audits 



needs change with the times. 
An application that was in high 
demand throughout the organiza- 
tion in 2003 may be completely 
abandoned by users now as busi- 
ness processes change.

can quickly pinpoint where 
you've bought more licenses than 
installed applications. It can 
also ensure that you never over- 
buy again. 

Underuse 

Once you've employed SAM 
in your organization, it is much 
easier to pick out problems more 
complicated than simple issues 
of overbuying. The next step 
in reining in license costs is to 
look for areas of application 
underuse. 

Businesses and departments 
often find that their application 



their usage patterns. If software 
has been completely abandoned, 
your users will often tell you. 
Second, take advantage of the 
metering functions in SAM utili- 
ties, such as Express Metrix 
Express Meter or Fortis App- 
Tracker, to accurately gauge 
an application's use throughout 
the day.

Doing More With Less: 
Concurrent Licenses 

Depending on the software, there 
is a way to cut software and make 
everyone happy. Concurrent, or 
floating seat, licenses allow you to 
have your cake and devour it. The 
idea is to get as few licenses as 
possible and share them among all 
users. If you have already started 
your metering, you should know 
how many licenses you'll need. 

For example, if you have 250 
users who all use an application, 
but at peak usage only 100 people 
are using the program, then you 
will need no more than 100 licens- 
es. You can cut that number even 
further if you educate users about 
shutting down the program when it 
is not in use, as well as asking 
them to spread use throughout the 
day. The key is to understand what 
your peak usage is or will be in the 
future, for that will be the magic 
number when it comes to manag- 
ing concurrent licenses. 

This type of license is typically 
monitored and enforced by special 
utilities that track how many copies 
of the application are open and pre- 
vents users from opening any more 
copies when the maximum number 
of licensed copies are open. There 
are two types of utilities: active and 
passive. Active applications will 
completely lock out a user when 
the ceiling has been reached until 
another user closes out. A passive 
system will warn the user, but 
allow them to continue on in spite 
of the warning. 

As with all ideal solutions, 
there is a catch: Concurrent 
licenses are the trickiest type to 



negotiate, and many vendors 
don't even offer the option to 
float your seats. You probably 
guessed it already, but Microsoft 
counts itself among those without 
a concurrent license option on 
its software. 

These licenses are typically 
more expensive than other types, 
but the savings potential is still 
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significant. If an organization with 
200 users usually spends $200 per 
license, but finds that at peak 
usage only 25% of its people are 
using the program, it still stands 
to save $20,000 if it pays $400 
for concurrent licenses. Even 
when taking the costs of license- 
management tools into account, 
the savings are considerable. 



Software Asset Management Tools 



In order to fully economize on software license cuts, some sort of SAM utility 
is imperative. The functions vary from application to application. Some only 
help inventory product and licenses during audits; others track use. Still oth- 
ers provide compliance enforcement through active lockouts. 

The price range is wide, and if you are simply looking for help tracking usage, 
there are dozens of affordable options. The following are just a few of the 
leaders in the field. 

• MIS Utilities: Network Asset Tracker and Network Asset Monitor 

These inventory utilities allow the administrator to keep tabs on soft- 
ware installed throughout the infrastructure and manage hotfixes and 
other changes remotely. Monitor is installed on remote PCs, while 
Tracker operates via the network. Each program is available for a start- 
ing price of $99 for 10 computers. Information is available at 
www.misutilities.com. 

• Fortis AppTracker 

This tracking application takes all the guesswork out of software consolida- 
tion calculations. It can help measure what applications are licensed but 
are unused, as well as analyzing how much time users are engaging in an 
application.

How To Cope With Consumer 
Devices In Your Business

Just because that slick router 
you picked up at the electronics 
store does a great job with your 
home network doesn't mean it's 
ready for prime-time deployment 
in your business. Beyond straight 
functionality, there are a number 
of things you should consider as 
you manage consumer products 
that find their way into your busi- 
ness IT infrastructure. 

This doesn't mean all products 
intended for the consumer market- 
place are doomed to make a poor 
showing in the enterprise. But it is 
wise to have a methodology in 
place to evaluate and make deci- 
sions concerning the use of con- 
sumer devices in your business. 

When Variety Is Bad 

Consistency and homogeneity, 
from a management perspective, 
are the IT administrator's best 
friends. The idea is simple: If the 
key pieces of your IT infrastruc- 
ture are limited to a narrow list of 
specific device configurations, the 
variety of problems you and your 
administrative personnel encounter 
should, in theory, be reduced. 
Standardizing on as few vendors 
as possible is not just cost- 
effective; it also reduces your 
infrastructure's TCO. 

The entry of consumer devices 
into your IT environment can bring 
unwanted variety into your IT 
infrastructure. The purchase and 
deployment of "active" devices, 
such as computers (desktop or 
notebook), servers, or even net- 
working equipment (routers or 
switches), should be tightly con- 
trolled via policies and standards. 

When Variety Is Good 

But there is another side to this 
issue: Too much insistence on a 
consistent set of standards for 
every conceivable piece of equip- 
ment could stifle creativity and 
force employees to settle for less- 
than-optimal choices. 



Should the IT department man- 
date the precise type and model of 
printer a traveling sales person 
should choose for their home 
office? Should the IT department 
specify the exact make and model 
for a digital camera to be used by a 
plant's maintenance department? 
Or should the IT department sim- 
ply provide general guidelines to 
help workers make sound purchas- 
ing decisions? 

The level of scrutiny and policy 
enforcement should vary depend- 
ing on the equipment. Regulating 
the exact type and model of "pas- 
sive" equipment, such as mice and 
keyboards, is a waste of time. But 
as we alluded to earlier, "active" 
devices that users interact with to 
create, manipulate, and/or store 
data should be carefully managed. 

Are Consumer Devices 
Less Secure? 

We all want to keep prying eyes 
out of our confidential business 
information by maintaining secure 
networks. One of the ways to 
accomplish this is investing in 
technologies designed with security 
as a foremost concern. While IT's 
record in this area (especially in 
software) has been less than stellar, 
manufacturers are now paying 
closer attention to security than 
ever before. 




The introduction of consumer 
devices into your IT infrastructure 
brings its own set of security prob- 
lems. A well-meaning employee 
who decides to use her personal 
PDA for business purposes could 
be unwittingly introducing a vul- 
nerable point of entry into your 
business network. 

Security could also be compro- 
mised if that PDA is used to store 
sensitive business data, especially 
if the PDA is serving double-duty 
for both business and personal use. 
Now you have privileged business 
information making its way outside 
of your own corporate network and 



So You Found An Illegal Device . . . 
Now What? 



In spite of your best efforts, consumer devices you didn't authorize will find 
their way into your business. Here are some tips for helping you deal with 
those instances: 

Counsel and retrain. Take this opportunity to conduct additional training to 
ensure everyone understands your policies. 

Don't forget the data. If a device has been used to generate or store busi- 
ness data, make sure that information is retrieved before the device is perma- 
nently banned from your business. 

Enforce policies. In some cases, you might find certain employees become 
repeat offenders; follow your established HR disciplinary procedures to ensure 
patterns of behavior don't reoccur. 



beyond the control of your careful- 
ly crafted business security policies 
and procedures. 

Even seemingly passive devices 
such as printers could introduce 
security risks. After all, most 
devices today are designed for 
network use. Any device you con- 
nect to your corporate network is 
a potential vulnerability 
that could be exploited by 
any hacker. 

How about a camera 
phone? Could that type of 
device pose a security risk? 
Although a camera phone 
may not become a threat to 
your network, such a 
device could be used by a 
disgruntled employee to 
capture and disseminate 
sensitive business infor- 
mation. There have also 
been many documented 
instances of camera 
phones being used in a 
sexually offensive man- 
ner. The last thing your 
business needs is a law- 
suit from an employee 
victimized by a harasser 
armed with a camera 
phone. In fact many 
large enterprises are now 
banning the use of camera phones 
exactly for those reasons. 

The same applies to other seem- 
ingly innocuous consumer devices 
such as recorders or even MP3 
players. Could an employee use an 
MP3 player to illicitly capture 
business information, even if the 
MP3 device is brought to work for 
use during a lunch workout? 
Many of these devices have very 
small form factors, making them 
very easy to conceal and surrepti- 
tiously bring to a confidential 
meeting, for example. 

The bottom line is that your poli- 
cies and procedures should be 
designed to look at a device's full 
range of uses. Could a device 
whose primary use is fairly harm- 
less still be used in a manner that 
can adversely affect your business? 
Given this, devices such as cam- 
era phones and digital recorders 
should be strictly prohibited per 
your established company policies 
unless a sound business case can 
be made for using such a device. 
For example, a realtor could 
ostensibly make a good case for 
using a camera phone, and a 
physician could also put a digital 
recorder to good use in a business 
setting. Management should know 
exactly which employees use 
these types of devices and the 
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business justification for their use. 
Employees found using such 
devices without authorization 
should, at the very least, receive a 
stern warning and retraining on 
corporate policies and procedures 
regulating their use. 

MP3 players should be carefully 
screened to ensure the devices 
cannot be used to record informa- 
tion and are only used for their 
intended purpose. Personnel who 
drive or operate complex, haz- 
ardous machinery should be strict- 
ly prohibited from using MP3 
players. 

Managing Consumer Devices 

The entry of consumer devices 
into the enterprise is not a dooms- 
day scenario. But IT departments 
should plan and prepare for their 
arrival so as to minimize possibly 
negative impacts. 

When an employee requests the 
use of a consumer device, IT 
departments should begin by eval- 
uating the request. Does it fulfill a 
clear business need? Is the device 
required for the employee to get 
her work done? Of course getting 
the opportunity to evaluate a de- 
vice is contingent on the employee 
coming forward and requesting 
the use of a specific device. 

Once the business need is estab- 
lished, IT departments should 
compare the request to existing 
device configurations within their 
test bed of proven devices. Is there 
a device on the approved list that 
performs the required task just as 
well? 

If a new device must be brought 
in, testing should be performed, 
especially for those devices that 
will be connected to the network 
and communicate with users and/ 
or other devices. The idea behind 
this is to ensure potential incom- 
patibilities and security risks are 
understood before the use of a 
device is permitted. 

The Bottom Line 

At the end of the day, you are 
responsible for developing, imple- 
menting, and enforcing your busi- 
ness procedures for dealing with 
consumer devices. Two key ele- 
ments of a successful program are 
communication and verification. 
Communications that clearly 
explain your procedures for deal- 
ing with consumer devices will 
eliminate confusion. Periodic 
audits to verify compliance will 
make it very clear that you are 
serious about making sure your 
procedures are followed.

Consumer Products 
That Made The Leap

For reasons including security or lost 
productivity, most consumer products 
have stayed away from the enterprise. 
However, a few useful consumer products 
have made the leap into the small to medi- 
um-sized enterprise space during the past 
several years. How did these products and 
technologies sneak into enterprises? What, 
if any, were the initial concerns and reluc- 
tances they faced? Here we'll run down 
a few of the more prominent consumer 
technologies that have been adopted 
by SMEs. 

Blogs 

According to Fredrik Wacka, communi- 
cations adviser and author of Corporate- 
blogging.Info, corporate blogging has start- 
ed, but it has been a slow-go so far. He 
says, "Blogs made their way into enterprise

through individuals that preferred the pub- 
lishing format and began testing the format. 
But even if there's a lot of talk about blogs 
these days, we should remember that it is 
not a widely accepted tool, yet." 

Wacka says the concerns are almost 
entirely focused on openness and trans- 
parency, which, he says, are at the heart of 
good blogging. He comments, "How open 
is it smart to be? When are you saying so 
much, revealing so much information that

you risk losing competitive advantages? 
Are there legal issues that you risk break- 
ing? Many examples have shown, and are 
showing every day, that this potential 
conflict can be solved with common sense 
and some basic policy decisions, but that 
doesn't change the fact that many corpora- 
tions are reluctant." 

To date, there is very little research re- 
lated to enterprise blogging. But there are 
several reasons why the technology is 
being adopted by SMEs, including the 
ability to publish corporate information 
without actually having any Web-publish- 
ing know-how. 

The Demand For Bigger Hard Drives 

Mike Chenery, vice president of ad- 
vanced project engineering for Fujitsu, 
blames the demand for bigger hard drives 
in the enterprise on cost and performance. 
Chenery says, "The enterprise market saw 
the combination of low cost per gigabyte, 
availability, and the emergence of a 
high-speed serial interface (SATA) as 
the perfect opportunity to create a new 
disk segment called near-line storage." 
Chenery claims that the drive did not need 
the same level of reliability as the tradi- 
tional enterprise segment and could be 
given additional protection with RAID5 
implementations. Apparently, the tape and 
archive market was weak in its long-term 
reliability and performance, so the near- 
line could attack it successfully. 

Hubbert Smith, Western Digital's direc- 
tor of enterprise marketing, links the leap to 
affordability and reliability. Smith says, 
"Demand for higher-capacity hard drives in 
the enterprise has been fueled by the need 
for more affordable, reliable storage capaci- 
ty in servers. Data sets are getting larger, 
and more people are accessing that data, 
which translates into more disks required. 
Another reason for the demand for higher 
capacity is limited IT budget." 

Smith also points to SATA drives as 
being key. He says, "The SATA standard 
served as key enabler, as it addressed the 
technical limitations of parallel ATA. 
With the significant increases in demand 
for capacity, cost-constrained IT depart- 
ments are compelled to consider SATA. 
Many factors have enabled high-capacity

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hard drives to make the leap to enterprise. 
Specifically, affordable high-capacity 
250GB hard drives below $200 were 
key. Drive failure is a risk and an expense, 
so the market naturally demanded drives 
with higher reliability and error handling 
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coordination between the disk and the 
RAID adapters." 
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Increased Broadband Usage 

Christopher Ogg, CEO of Wireless 
Island, says increased broadband usage hit 
the enterprise during the tech-stock explo- 
sion. Ogg says, "During the dot-com crash, 
broadband became commoditized and 
prices fell dramatically, although unevenly. 
Enterprises could routinely consider high 
speed not just for their Internet connec- 
tions but to run their own networks be- 
tween locations or to have dedicated links 
to customer or clients. VPN technologies 
allowed private networks to run over the 
top of public ones." 

Ogg believes that consumer decisions 
continued to drive enterprise behavior 
rather than vice versa. "By and large, the 
enterprise has responded slowly to the 
process, rather than seeing and grasping 
the opportunity to create competitive 
advantage. We can expect the dislocations 
to continue as consumers react proactively 
to the more sophisticated applications and 
tools broadband permits while most enter- 
prises continue to react slowly and hesi- 
tantly." 

Instant Messaging 

Almost everyone agrees that IM is a seri- 
ous corporate IT issue. The once consumer- 
oriented technology certainly rivals email 
in its rate of adoption among business 
users. Researchers at IDC say that the 
number of workers using IM is expected 
to grow to 350 million by 2005. Ferris 
Research claims that corporate IM usage is 
expected to account for nearly 60% of all 
online traffic by 2005. 
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Some experts say that IM made its way 
into the enterprise mainly because it's ide- 
ally suited for the time- sensitive nature of 
communications (real time). Today's busi- 
ness environment is all about speed. In 
some cases, it is critical to get the right 
information to the right person at the right 
time. IM achieves that. This kind of tech- 
nology increases the competitiveness of 
any company. 

But like any corporate communication 
technology, security is a top concern with 
IM. IT managers should establish sound 
policies to restrict access to information 
through corporate IM communications. To 
exemplify, Microsoft recently blocked 
access to older versions of its MSN 
Messenger client software to protect against 
a critical flaw in the software. Gartner 
responded to this event with three recom- 
mendations for enterprise usage 
of IM: implement a policy solu- 
tion for public IM services, use 
an enterprise IM solution, or 
deploy a combination of both. 

PDAs 

Jim Christensen, director of 
product communications at 
palmOne, says PDAs got 
through on their own merit. 
"Just as consumers started 
bringing in notebook comput- 
ers through the back doors of 
companies in the '80s, em- 
ployees did the same with 
handhelds in the '90s. At first, 
IT managers did not pay much 
attention. But soon employees 
started asking IT for help 
syncing files between their 
personal handhelds and work 
PCs, and IT began to take 
note. And as handhelds 
steadily became more ad- 
vanced, allowing such things 
as wireless and email, IT 
realized that handhelds were 
a technology they could not 
ignore. Also not to be over- 
looked is the fact that people 
like them and like using 
them because they simplify 
their lives. That can't be said for all IT 
systems." 

Simplifying life is the name of the game 
in any busy SME. But use caution before 
bringing any consumer device into the enter- 
prise. If there isn't an enterprise version of 
the technology or software, you may as well 
bring a hornet's nest into the house.

Wi-Fi meshing has been 
used informally with client de- 
vices to extend access beyond 
Access Point ranges; a number of 
vendors, such as Nortel, have 
been adding backhaul/backbone 
meshing to their Wi-Fi products. 

Firetide' s HotPort wireless 
mesh routers let customers cre- 
ate wireless Layer 2 backbone 
networks. According to Firetide, 
HotPort is designed for high- 
performance/low-latency voice, 
video, and data applications such 



as VoIP services, metro-scale 
Wi-Fi "hot zones," and video- 
surveillance networks. 

Each HotPort router includes a 
four-port 10/100 Ethernet switch, 
into which customers can plug 
Wi-Fi Access Points or any other 
Ethernet device. Although cur- 
rently deployed as fixed-location 
devices, they can maintain con- 
nectivity from a moving location 
such as a car or train, says Sunil 
Dhar, director of product manage- 
ment at Firetide. 

Firetide 's HotPorts use standard 
802.1 la/bg radios. However, "this 
is not a Wi-Fi device," Dhar 
emphasizes. "We don't negotiate 
with any Wi-Fi device — our 



system is radio-agnostic, 
and any license-free or 
licensed spectrum could 
be used." 

Firetide recently an- 
nounced new 3101 (in- 
door) and 3202 (outdoor) 
versions of its HotPort , 
products. The new addi- 
tions increase the num- 
ber of supported nodes in 
a network from 18 to 50 
and also increase the maximum 
throughput to 25Mbps, improving 
the overall performance and scala- 
bility of HotPort-based wireless 
mesh backbone networks. 

Other new features, according 
to Firetide, include VLAN support 
through the mesh, VLAN trunks 
to switches and routers, software- 
controlled dual-spectrum (2.4GHz 
and 5GHz) mesh capability,

256-bit AES key encryption, three 
levels of traffic prioritization, traf- 
fic filtering using MAC-access 
control lists, and network gateway 
interconnects. Depending on the 
spectrum used, nodes (HotPorts) 
can be as far as 3/4 of a mile 
away, says Dhar. 

"Firetide has been at this for 
quite a while and has a strong 
focus on vertical markets," says 
Craig J. Mathias, a principal with 
the wireless and mobile advisory 
firm Farpoint Group. 

HotPort customers include 
Culver City, Calif., for its "town 
plaza Wi-Fi" Internet access, 
established as part of its redevel- 
opment and renovation effort. 
The zone uses half a dozen 
HotPorts to avoid cabling be- 
tween routers. Having a wireless 
backbone avoids the need for Tl 
or DSL connections to each 
Access Point. "Investing in in- 
frastructure instead of Tl lines 
will pay for itself in about 
six months," comments Joseph 
Hsieh, president of Wireless 
Hotspot, the system integrator 
involved in the project. 

The HotView mesh-manage- 
ment Java application is included 
free with the routers.

Software Hits Its Stride

One of the key trends for the 

storage and backup marketplace is 
the ongoing vendor focus on small 
and medium-sized businesses. 
This marketplace, which includes 
millions of businesses across all 
types of industries, is critically 
important for the future growth 
plans of all the major storage and 
backup vendors. 

Storage Software Takes Off 

According to research firm IDC, 
the worldwide storage software 
marketplace grew 15% in the 
fourth quarter of 2004 to $2.2 bil- 
lion. For the entire year, the market 
grew 16.1% to $7.9 billion. 

In terms of specific applica- 
tions, IDC's research indicates the 
storage resource management 
software market grew at a market- 
leading clip of 19.7%, while the 
backup and archive software mar- 
ket grew by 9.5%. Other signifi- 
cant areas of growth included the 
storage replication and file system 
software markets. 

This growth in software, says 
Bill North, IDC research director 
for storage software, is due to 
increased business investments in 
data protection and management, 
as well as an increased focus on 
complying with regulations that 
require businesses to effectively 
manage and quickly retrieve data. 

HP Gets A New Leader 

If CEO personality is any indi- 
cation, HP's decision to hire 
NCR's Mark Hurd as its new 
CEO marks a significantly new 
direction for the company. Hurd 
is widely regarded as a low-key 
operator who is expected to focus 
his energies on tuning business 
operations and cost-cutting. 

According to a recent Gartner 
Group research note, Hurd's pri- 
mary challenge will be restoring 
growth and profitability to HP's 
hardware businesses. In a Novem- 
ber 2004 research note, Gartner 
Group analysts emphasize HP's 
larger server and storage busi- 
nesses are specific areas of con- 
cern that must be addressed. 

EMC Readies 

Storage Express For SMBs 

In March, EMC announced a 
new strategy called Making Sto- 
rage Simple, aimed at the SMB 
marketplace. According to the 



company, this new approach com- 
bines EMC systems, software, and 
services — including those obtained 
through recent acquisitions — into a 
series of EMC Express Solutions 
designed to help SMBs obtain the 
storage technology they need with- 
out breaking their budgets. 

EMC's Express Solutions for 
SMBs consist of four principal 
bundles of hardware, software, 
and services: Networked Storage 
(including DAS, SAN, NAS, and 
iSCSI), Backup and Recovery, 
Archiving, and Business Protec- 
tion. According to David Goulden, 
EMC executive vice president for 
customer operations, EMC devel- 
oped the Express Solutions for 
SMB customers who want afford- 
able, easily deployable, but ad- 
vanced functionality. 

To support this significant push 
into the SMB marketplace, EMC 
is adding channel partners and has 
created an Express Solutions 
Wizard, a Web-based tool that 
lets channel partners customize 
solutions based on customer 
input. The company is also intro- 
ducing a new Financing Made 
Simple strategy to help SMBs 
finance equipment acquisitions 
via leases or direct financing. 

Bottom line: EMC is getting 
serious about taking care of the 
SMB marketplace. This new strat- 
egy shows the company is finally 
putting together the results of 
recent product development and 
growth through acquisitions into a 
cohesive product portfolio target- 
ed at SMBs. It will be interesting 
to see what market rivals such as 
HP and IBM will do to counter 
EMC's move. 

Veritas Launches Backup Exec 10 

In January Veritas launched its 
Backup Exec Suite of software 
specifically designed for SMBs 
that run Windows environments. 
The Suite includes the compa- 
ny's Backup Exec 10.0, as well 
as Replication Exec 3.1 and 
Storage Exec 5.3. According to 
the company, the Backup Exec 
Suite's three software products 
are designed to help SMBs per- 
form the data protection, recov- 
ery, and management tasks that 
are necessary in complex storage 
environments. 

The suite's features include 
faster disk-based recovery, a cen- 
tral administration server option to 
let administrators control multiple 



Backup Exec installs from a single 
console, and a new single-server 
version of Backup Exec called 
Backup Exec QuickStart edition. 
The QuickStart edition is de- 
signed for businesses that have 
less complex data backup needs 
(for example, companies that need 
to perform basic backups on sin- 
gle servers, such as file or Web 
servers). 

Dell Does Storage 

Dell continued to enhance its 
offerings to the SMB marketplace 
with its February introduction of 



an iSCSI version for its Dell/ 
EMC AX 100 networked storage 
solution, called the Dell/EMC 
AXlOOi. According to the compa- 
ny, the iSCSI implementation 
allows customers that lack the 
resources to deploy a Fibre 
Channel SAN to save significant 
expense by deploying a SAN in 
a traditional IP network using 
iSCSI technology. 

The AXlOOi sells for less than 
$5,000 and features storage 
capacities ranging from 480GB to 
3TB, with support for up to 12 
SATA drives. 



Vendors Get Serious 

Major storage and backup ven- 
dors are making a full-court press 
to capture SMB market share. 
EMC's move offers ample evi- 
dence that major vendors are get- 
ting serious about SMBs. This 
move should not be unexpected; 
Dell has been slowly but steadily 
moving toward the business mar- 
ketplace. As a long-time provider 
of desktop systems to consumers 
and businesses, Dell has brand- 
name recognition and a logistics 
machine that's second to none.

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Beta & RTM Books 



When it comes time to 
start writing a techni- 
cal book (and I've written 
about 11), the process starts 
well in advance of the 
product appearing on the 
shelves. Ever since I started 
writing books, my publishers 
"encouraged" me to finish 
writing before the product 
actually ships. This way, as 
whatever product I'm writing 
about hits the streets, the new 
book is right there on the 
shelf for customers to buy. 
By leveraging the Microsoft 
marketing, the publishers are 
convinced that customers 
anxious to learn about the 
latest product will buy any 
books on the subject. 

To make this happen, 
authors have to work night 
and day in the months (or 
year) before the product is 
RTM (released to manufac- 
turing). I hear from lots of 
authors that their publishers 
encourage them to follow 
this death-march regimen. 
The problem with this ap- 
proach is that it takes eight, 
10, 12 weeks or more to get 
the book through the final 
editing process after the 
writer is done, depending on 
the efficiency, training, and 



anality of editors. This in- 
cludes the four weeks that the 
printer needs to get the plates 
made, but it does not count 
the extra week(s) it takes to 
get the book into the channel 
(the time it takes to fill the 
distributor's and other bulk 
orders, including online sell- 
ers like Amazon). These 
companies also put pressure 
on the publishers to get the 
books out quickly while the 
product marketing is still 
ringing in the ears of the buy- 
ers; they don't want to have 
to worry about unsold books. 

Beating The RTM Deadline 

This means that in order to 
meet an RTM deadline, 
authors have to finish writing 
two to four months before 
RTM, assuming they know 
when RTM is actually going 
to be. Of course, because 
Microsoft does not know 
when they'll be done, it's 
tough for them to give any- 
one a solid date. Sure, it has 
a rough idea but is hesitant to 
share anything more granular 
than a six-month window. 
This week we heard that the 
RTM date for Whidbey and 
Yukon has slipped to the 
"second half of 2005." 



I'd like to share a some- 
what bizarre business practice 
that I discovered as I pub- 
lished my first book. It seems 
that bookstores (and their dis- 
tributors) get to pull off a 
strange business practice. If 
the books that bookstores or 
its distributors order don't 
sell, they get to return them 
to the publisher and get their 
money back, which seems 
like going to Baskin Robbins 
for a dozen quarts of Cookies 
and Cream and returning 
what you don't want for a full 
refund. Bizarre. 

Enter The Beta Book 

The other problem with 
this rush to market approach 
is that these "beta" books 
cannot reflect what's really 
in the product when it ships. 
Sadly, the documentation 
has many of the same con- 
straints (and has to be local- 
ized into 20-some-odd lan- 
guages), so it rarely reflects 
the state of the product at 
RTM. At this point we've 
seen several books on the 
upcoming version of Visual 
Studio (Whidbey) and SQL 
Server (Yukon). I'm not sure 
how useful these books can 
be as these products are 
still in the formative stage. 
Writing a book on Whid- 
bey or Yukon at this point 
would be like writing about 
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William (Bill) Vaughn is an 
industry-recognized author, 
mentor, and subject-matter 
expert with more than 30 years 
in the computing industry as a 
developer, manager, trainer, 
marketer, and writer. After 14 
years at Microsoft, Vaughn 
stepped away to work on his 
new books, in addition to 
mentoring and leading training 
seminars. He's written six 
editions of the "Hitchhiker's 
Guide to Visual Basic and SQL 
Server" and two editions of 
"ADO.NET and ADO Examples 
and Best Practices for Visual 
Basic Programmers. " He and 
Peter Blackburn just finished 
"Hitchhiker's Guide to SQL 
Server 2000 Reporting 
Services. " 
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Michelangelo's Sistine Cha- 
pel in 1510 — two years into 



the work but still three years 
from completion. Each time 
a new release pops out we 
find more new features, 
changes to existing features, 
and features strangely miss- 
ing that we thought were 
committed to the fresco. 

OK, these beta books do 
provide some insight into the 
way the product is moving, 
so some find them useful. By 
reading these books we can 
tell that the Microsoft team 
wants to expand ADO.NET 
2.0 to include server-side 
cursors and a new SqlServer 
namespace. Unfortunately, 
these features are nowhere to 
be found in the latest builds. 
We read that CLR user- 
defined types default to 
meta-data serialization, but 
that's not the case today. 
Right now we have yet to see 
an implementation of the 
new report controls or other 
important functionality 
announced last year. Who 
knows, these features and 
options might be implement- 
ed again in the next build. 

In my experience this fea- 
ture thrashing as the product 
evolves is perfectly normal. 
Michelangelo had the same 
problem. While Pope Julius 
II shouted from below 
"When will there be an 
end?" the artist was tearing 
out portions of the frescoes 



that did not please his eye. 
Although the Microsoft 
developers are hardly in 
Michelangelo's class of 
artistry, they too are finding 
parts of the Whidbey and 
Yukon mechanisms that 
simply don't work as hoped 
and planned. 

Many years ago I found 
that my time can be better 
served by writing about 
products that have actually 
shipped. Sure, this makes 
my publishers crazy, and we 
both lose money as buyers 
rush to the earliest books. 
Fortunately, my current team 
at Addison Wesley has 
grown to respect my ap- 
proach as the books I write 
seem to sell pretty well. I 
think the reason for this is 
that my team and I take time 
working with the RTM bits 
before committing a guide to 
them to print. Yes, I'm 
spending quite a bit of time 
with the community tech 
previews. I'm using this 
time to help the Microsoft 
team find bugs and issues 
that (hopefully) will make 
the product better. I'm also 
writing the foundations of 
the book — content that isn't 
affected by the latest rendi- 
tion of the product.

Football star. War he- 
ro. Shrimp-boat cap- 
tain. Ping-pong phenomenon. 
Forrest Gump followed a 
rather unusual career path. 
My career path? Not quite so 
interesting. I've never met 
any of the presidents, I only 
know about four different 
shrimp dishes, and bowling is 
about as close as I come 
to "athletics" these days. I 
have always worked in IT. 
(Stocking printer ribbons 
at Office Depot for a summer 
might be borderline, but 
who's keeping score?) 

My career path is a bit dif- 
ferent from that of the typical 
IT and/or data communica- 
tions professional because I 
served a stint of a couple 
years as a PBX administra- 
tor. In an era that is undergo- 
ing a massive paradigm shift 
in telecommunications with 
the proliferation of IP tele- 
phony, having experience 
with both voice and data 
serves me well. Having just 



installed a Cisco IPT solution 
here at Sandhills Publishing, 
I want to put some of that 
experience to work for you 
and clarify two call-rout- 
ing differences between the 
PBX mind-set and Cisco's 
IP approach. 

True Lies 

When I hear terms such 
as agent, hunt group, or call 
pick, my mind conjures 
very specific, in my case 
very Avaya-centric, defini- 
tions of those terms. Cisco, 
in an effort to woo the cur- 
rent and past telecom pro- 
fessionals of the world, uses 
all the same terms. Cisco 
just doesn't use all the same 
definitions. It's something 
akin to the definition of 
"computer salesman" in the 
Schwarzenegger classic 
"True Lies." To Jamie Lee 
Curtis it meant something 
like my Office Depot days. 
To Arnold it meant antinu- 
clear- terrorist task force. 



The first concept I am still 
wrestling with is the call- 
pickup feature in relation to 
call routing. Most enterprise 
phone systems will direct 
inbound calls in one of two 
basic ways: based on phones 
(a hunt group) or based on 
people (a skills-based routing 
system). Skills-based routing 
is generally considered more 
sophisticated because it 
routes inbound calls based 
on information the agents 
have communicated to the 
phone system about their 
ability, or inability, to handle 
particular types of calls. 

No matter how sophisti- 
cated, any approach will at 
least occasionally send calls 
to a phone that doesn't get 
answered. And generally 
after a few rings the phone 
system will happily try 
another extension or agent. 
To this point, the typical 
PBX and Cisco IPT solu- 
tions are virtually the same, 
but now we arrive at a fork 
in the road with the call- 
pickup feature. 

The call pickup is used to 
answer another phone from

my own. With our old PBX, 
it made no difference what 
kind of call was making that 
phone ring. With our new 
Cisco solution, you cannot 
pick up calls made to skill 
groups or hunt groups. 
Cisco's call pickup only 
works with calls made di- 
rectly to that extension. It 
seems wrong to me. The 
calls we have coming in to 
group numbers are generally 
customers. Callers who 
know the specific person 
they are trying to reach 
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around, so you can do it, but 
it places you on a limb if it' s 
a feature you depend on.)

The second difference I 
struggled with came from a 
distinction between skills-

generally dial that person di- 
rectly and probably prefer 
to reach that individual's 
voicemail if unanswered. 
Yet the customers who 
would most appreciate hear- 
ing a human voice continue 
to hear an unanswered 
phone ring. (Actually, we 
did find a workaround for 
hunt group calls at forum 
.cisco.com, but it is not an 
officially supported work- 



based routing and simply 
agent-based routing. In my 
PBX world, saying skills- or 
agent-based routing was like 
saying James Bond and 007; 
I consider them synonymous. 
Cisco does not. This is not 
necessarily a bad thing, just a 
change in thinking. 

In our old PBX skills- 
based routing environment, 
you could assign agents to 
multiple skill groups, define 



preferences within a skill, 
and queue calls to multiple 
skills. Cisco's skills-based 
routing solution offers all the 
same features and several 
possibilities with database 
and application integration. 
Cisco also differentiates it- 
self on the lower end, with a 
solution where you can only 
associate agents with a single 
group and a single prefer- 
ence level within the group. 

The end result is less flexi- 
ble than a full-blown skills- 
based system but still a far 
cry better than a simple hunt 
group. The real benefit of 
this agent-based system is 
when you compare its price 
tag with that of the full- 
blown skills-based system. 
For those of us who need a 
phone system somewhere 
between the Ford Pinto and a 
rocket-powered 007 Aston 
Martin, it's a nice alternative. 

For an old PBX guy like 
me, IPT is still somewhat 
like Gump's box of choco- 
lates. On the surface, the ter- 
minology and features all 
look the same, but the inner 
workings may be a surprise. 
When it comes to call rout- 
ing, you might want to dou- 
ble-check your chocolate 
chart before taking a bite!

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Should You Block 
Web-Based Email? 



Strategies For Curtailing Its Use 
In The Corporate Network 



by Douglas Schweitzer 

Web mail has its benefits, but 

to a corporate network, it also has 
its risks. It's easy to see why 
people use Web-based email: It 
offers email access from any 
Internet-connected computer, it 
frees up hard drive space, and it' s 
handy as a backup email address. 
Plus, most Web-based email ser- 
vices are free. 

On the other hand, there are 
risks involved. Web mail allows 
an entry point for malicious 
attachments that can bypass 
security controls in place to pre- 
vent the spread of malware. 
While many sites that offer Web- 
based email provide virus scan- 
ning at their end, malware and 
spyware occasionally still get 
through. Employees accessing 
personal email accounts at work 
via the Web could unwittingly 
introduce those viruses to the 
company network. 

Bypassing Security 

Web mail access creates a num- 
ber of security risks, with mal- 
ware being just one. Users may 
potentially bypass the corporate 
SMTP/POP email checks for mal- 
ware, spam, or unauthorized con- 
tent. Of these, malware is perhaps 
of least concern, as desktop anti- 
virus products should prevent the 
spread of malware from any 
source, including that downloaded 
from Web mail accounts. 

Unauthorized content is a far 
more worrisome concern. Users 
can transfer confidential informa- 
tion into and out of the organiza- 
tion through the Web, with no 
record of the fact being retained. 



There may be commercial, per- 
sonal, regulatory, legal, and even 
national security implications in 
certain circumstances. 

Because Web mail typically 
uses HTTP via port 80, it appears 
like any other Web traffic. While 
it is possible to block access 
to various Web mail sites by 
IP address, this is an onerous 
task given the sheer number of 
free services available (Yahoo!, 
Gmail, MSN, and Hotmail, to 
name a few). In addition, almost 
all ISPs now offer Web mail 
access to their customers. 

Keeping Web Mail Use In Check 

So how can IT keep the use of 
Web mail at a satisfactory limit? 
What types of controls are most 
effective? 

"I would say that the most sen- 
sible control for most organiza- 
tions is a clear corporate policy on 



Web mail use, well-written and 
firmly supported by senior man- 
agement, coupled with wide- 
spread user awareness and routine 
compliance checking," says Gary 
Hinson, CEO of IsecT, the con- 
sultancy that developed the secu- 
rity-awareness service called 
Noticebored. 

"Users need to have the risks 
explained to them and be given 
practical guidance on how to 
avoid the risks. Someone needs to 
keep an eye on compliance — 
for example, by following up 
promptly on any information 
security incidents that are traced 
back to the use of Web mail," 
adds Hinson. 

Hinson isn't the only one who 
feels this way. "Policy should dic- 
tate controls and countermea- 
sures, not a crisis. Policy should 
prohibit access to an external mail 
source. The use of technical con- 
trols to prevent or enforce exter- 
nal email access is usually com- 
plicated and costly," says security 
consultant Karel Rode. 



Pros & Cons Of Blocking Web Mail 



Web mail can be convenient for users, but it can also be a serious security 
threat to your data center. Here's a quick look at some advantages and disad- 
vantages to blocking Web mail access on the corporate network. 

Pros 

• Prevents the introduction of malware into systems 

• Prevents the bypassing of password controls 

• Blocks the insecure transmission of email via port 80 

• Prevents the transmission of unauthorized content by bypassing filters 

Cons 

• Prevents easy access to your email from any Internet-connected computer 

• Doesn't allow mail to be stored offsite 

• Eliminates the ability to use Web mail as a backup email address in case 
of emergency 

• Admins can never be sure they've blocked all unwanted Web mail sites 



Rode believes the internal mail 
system should be shielded by an 
email gateway (either in the DMZ 
or an external network) so that 
infections can be contained in a 
different subnet. "Moreover, addi- 
tional technical controls can mon- 
itor hosts for baselines, seeing a 
traffic surge associated with a 
virus or worm and triggering an 
IPS," adds Rode. 

According to Kevin Beaver, 
president of information security 
firm Principle Logic, "Blocking 
email — especially behind users' 
backs without a formal policy 
and training — will only serve 
to drive users to find alternate 
methods such as proxy servers, 
Anonymizer-type services, URL 
encoding, or simply [using] their 
business account for personal mes- 
sages. It's important to find a good 
balance here: Do you really want to 
block all personal email usage? If 
so, be clear about your intent in 
your policies and your training. 
Explain why and consider allowing 
personal usage via the corporate 
system if it makes sense." 

To Block Or Not To Block 

One method for securing against 
the dangers of Web mail is to block 
Web sites. To do this the network 
administrator should make a list of 
Web sites offering free Web mail 
and block those sites from the 
proxy server/firewall. Obviously 
there will be Web sites the admin- 
istrator won't be able to include on 
his list (for instance, the ISPs that 
lately are offering such Web mail 
capabilities). In short, an adminis- 
trator can never be 100% sure he 
has blocked all unwanted services. 

It also makes sense that the 
administrator evaluates which 
Internet ports his users need and 
then only open those ports on the 
firewall. For example, if the only 
contact users have with the Inter- 
net is via the http protocol (Web 
browsing), then the administrator 
should only allow ports 80 and 
443 (https) at the firewall. If the 
administrator leaves other ports 
open — for example, 25 and 110 — 
then he is allowing the user to 
configure a separate email client 
(such as Outlook Express) to 
download the emails directly from 
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the ISP, making it a more danger- 
ous undertaking. 

Applying such policies should 
affect network users but not cus- 
tomers, as customers write to the 
corporate email addresses and not 
a user's personal address. Admini- 
strators must keep in mind, how- 
ever, that viruses do not enter the 
network solely through infected 
emails or downloads (for which 
they can scan using content securi- 
ty tools at the perimeter or mail 
server level), but also through the 
use of disk-based MP3 players 
such as the iPod, as well as digital 
cameras with smart media cards, 
memory sticks, and more. 

Watch Out 

For Social Engineering 

According to Telecomp CEO 
Angel Gomez, the limits imposed 
on personal email and Web use 
are often based on the premise 
that some malware infections can 
be generated by rogue messages 
downloaded by users or by visit- 
ing certain Web sites. 

"I personally get at least five 
emailed viruses every day. While 
filters like SpamAssassin used by 
my ISP identify some, many oth- 
ers still come through disguised 
as an innocuous GIF, PPS, DOC, 
or WMV file," says Gomez. "Al- 
though I may be cautious not to 
open them, some employees may 
not be so careful. This is more 
likely to occur using a type of 
social engineering when some 
enticing name is given to an 
infected GIF file." 

Given these dangers, is a per- 
sonal email more susceptible 
than a corporate email? Gomez 
believes it is not. "It would be 
more secure to forward the mail 
from the ISP to the corporate 
account for filtering. But many 
ISPs do not support forwards, and 
that leads to an open gate." 

While Web mail can be a seri- 
ous security threat, it isn't the only 
one. Peer-to-peer, instant messag- 
ing, and VoIP applications create 
broadly similar risks. IsecT's 
Hinson says, "Putting such power- 
ful communications tools in the 
hands of unskilled and/or unethi- 
cal end users is a recipe for infor- 
mation insecurity."

Knowing What's In Your Competitor's Data Center 
Can Help You With Your Own

Simply keeping up with the latest technol- 
ogy can be a challenge, especially at small 
and medium-sized enterprises, where 
resources might be limited. But while data 
center managers focus on making sure their 
operations are running smoothly, they 
might be missing out on an important ele- 
ment in technology planning: knowing 
what the other guys are up to. 

As business becomes more aligned with 
technology, it's becoming increasingly vital 
for IT departments to stay informed about 
what's going on at competitors. For ex- 
ample, if a rival is expanding its data center 
because it's about to make a play for the 
financial services market, that information 
isn't just for the CEO. 

Rather, IT should be involved for its 
opinion on how to do its own data center 
expansion, insight on certain industries, and 
expertise in implementing technology that 
helps business goals. 

Competitive Role 

"Techies tend to have a bottom-up view 
of tasks or roles, and they assume that 
technology impacts the business in a cer- 
tain way," says Victor Fricas, vice presi- 
dent of services operations at technology 
consultancy For sy the. 

Before becoming a consultant, Fricas 
held a number of senior IT positions and 
says that many IT workers think about 



where the company is in terms of technolo- 
gy so it can keep networks humming, but 
few ponder their roles in making the com- 
pany more competitive through technology. 
"IT definitely can have a larger role in 
the larger competitive goals of a company," 
he notes. "Many times they get information 
from vendors and colleagues and might not 
realize how important it is." 

Determine Your Clout 

Sometimes, simply making the compa- 
ny's operations more streamlined causes it 
to be more competitive because it increases 
productivity. IT managers may think of 
wireless as a handy tool, but if the competi- 
tors don't have it, suddenly it becomes a 
strategic advantage. 

"Think of all your core business func- 
tions," says Ann Westerheim, president of 
technology consultancy Ekaru. "If your 
competitors have faster access to more accu- 
rate information, they will outperform you. 
If your IT team is not current with new tools 
that are increasingly leveling the playing 
field between small and big business, your 
competitors will come out way ahead." 

To gain a competitive edge, a company's 
IT operations has to think beyond its role in 
keeping users happy and look at how its 
purchasing and implementation really 
impacts the business. Would a new data- 
base management system help increase 
sales? Does your rival already have one in 
place? If it does, was it homegrown or did 



it come from a vendor you already use? 
Examining technology decisions with an 
eye toward business will give IT more per- 
spective into how it can drive the company. 

Sizing Up The Competition 

Gaining insight into competitors' strate- 
gy doesn't necessitate corporate espionage. 
Many times, just chatting with vendors will 
do the trick. 

Because they often serve competing com- 
panies in the same industry, vendors can be 
a rich source of information about other 
businesses. No deception is needed; it's 
standard practice for vendors to share this 
kind of insight and give references that are 
industry-specific. 

"Vendors are very accustomed to having 
to comply with requests for references," says 
Fricas. "They also know a great deal about 
what other companies are doing." He sug- 
gests that rather than just talking to vendors 
from the perspective of "what can you do for 
my company?", IT departments should listen 
from the vantage point of "what are you 
doing for other companies, and how is that 
making them be more competitive with me?" 
With that outlook, IT can assess the informa- 
tion in a different and more effective way. 

Another method for finding information is 
through market surveys and research. Hugh 
Sazegar, president of IT outsourcing firm 
Techcess Group, says his team keeps ahead 
of competitors by working with research firm 
the Gartner Group. "IT analysts talk to every- 
one. They know how people are leveraging 
their technology," he says. "From their 
reports, we get a certain level of information 
that we can use to dig even deeper." 



When Sazegar reads an industry report, he 
notes company names, does further research 
himself, and then has discussions about 
strategic alliances. "They want to know what 
you're doing, and you want to know what 
they're doing," he notes. "Sometimes, these 
talks can help both of you." 

Of course, part of staying competitive is 
knowing when to keep your brilliant IT ideas 
under wraps. "Techies love to brag about 
their technology and what they have in 
place," says Fricas. "That's great, as long it's 
the other guys giving away their company 
secrets and not your guys." 



IT Management 



In a recent Gartner survey, nearly 1 ,000 ClOs 
were surveyed about their main areas of 
focus. The research firm notes that respon- 
dents were split into three distinct categories: 

Breaking Away (16%): Focused on 
effectiveness with budgets increasing signifi- 
cantly. Very intent on agility and growth. 

Fighting For Survival (15%): Declining 
budgets, management struggles, and difficul- 
ty with cost management and efficiency. 

Maintaining Competitiveness (69%): 

A slight increase in budgets, healthy relation- 
ship with business managers, focus on bal- 
ancing efficiency and effectiveness. Gartner 
recommends that to stay competitive, busi- 
nesses in this group need to focus on a cer- 
tain set of priorities and follow them, rather 
than trying to make everything a priority.

What Will It Take For SMEs 
To Adopt Network Storage? 



by Steven S. Ross 

By all accounts, iSCSI deploy- 
ments should be well ahead of 
Fibre Channel in small business 
environments. Fibre Channel, 
even with recent drastic cuts on 
"starter kit" entry-level system 
prices, is almost always more 
expensive to implement. Fibre 
Channel requires learning new 
skills, whereas iSCSI builds on 
standard Ethernet technology. 
Users see remote iSCSI-connect- 
ed hard drives as local disk vol- 
umes. And iSCSI volumes can be 
"more remote" — anyplace in the 
world the Internet runs — than can 
Fibre Channel. 

Fibre Channel is faster, but 
unless more than four to six users 
are hitting the storage server 
simultaneously, the extra speed 
probably doesn't matter. Says 
John Thome at Chi, a systems 
house in Warrensville Heights, 
Ohio, "If you have a SQL server 
with four people hitting it, iSCSI 
is OK. But not if 40 people are 
hitting it." 

What's more, every year since 
2002, tech gurus have been saying 



that "next year" is the year for 
iSCSI. 

But call around to small busi- 
nesses, and you don't find many 
using iSCSI. In fact, they're not 
using Fibre Channel, either. Only 
about half of the dozen Boston- 
area companies we called recently 
have any real-time storage backup 
at all, and the ones that do are all 
running straightforward direct- 
attached storage arrays. 

"If a company's only option is 
to lay out the money for a Fibre 
Channel infrastructure, chances 
are it's not going to make the 
move to network storage [from 
direct-attached storage]," says Ian 
Duncan, a NAS marketing man- 
ager for HP. 

Could 2005 Be iSCSI's Year? 

IDC says iSCSI spending for 
small companies (40 to 99 em- 
ployees) will grow from $1 mil- 
lion in 2004 to $7 million this 
year and up to $56 million by 
2007. Spending for companies 
with 100 to 999 employees will 
grow from $10 million in 2004 to 
$16 million this year and up to 
$246 million by 2007. The overall 



disk storage market for busi- 
nesses of all sizes is about $5 bil- 
lion a year and grew 5% in 2004, 
says IDC. 

Despite that, 2005 may actually 
be the year for iSCSI. 

Tony Asaro, senior analyst at 
market research and test lab firm 
Enterprise Strategy Group, says 
he's aware of only about 2,500 
iSCSI SAN deployments, but the 
number is growing fast thanks 



capacity [needs] reached between 
land 3TB." 

"The reason that Ethernet 
became the dominant LAN pro- 
tocol was greatly . . . because 
of economic advantages," he 
says. "Which also is what makes 
iSCSI compelling compared to 
FC, and the momentum is build- 
ing every day."

to new low-end, easy-to-man- 
age technology. ESG surveyed 
more than 130 IT managers in 
small and medium-size busi- 
nesses late last fall. Of those, 17% 
had already implemented iSCSI 
SANs, but 42% say they are plan- 
ning to install iSCSI by mid-2006. 
Almost 60% said they would 
deploy a SAN "when their storage

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merits worldwide. Estimates range 
from 250,000 to 400,000. 

"It is one thing to spend a cou- 
ple of thousand dollars on FC 
HBAs for a $50,000 server, but 
companies typically cannot justify 
the cost with a $3,000 Intel-based 
server," says Asaro. Still, HP is 
pushing HBAs with custom- 
designed chips so that VARs can 
build iSCSI systems with Fibre 
Channel performance. 

Asaro quotes one customer as 
saying, "I paid less for my entire 
iSCSI SAN than I would have 
paid for the maintenance fees of 
the competitive FC SAN I was 
looking at." 

Most companies will not see 
anywhere near that much cost dif- 
ference, however. When Adaptec 
compared costs a few years ago in 
a detailed paper, most of the dif- 
ference was in the extra price of 
FC switches, which added about 
20% to the overall cost of Fibre 
Channel over iSCSI. Since the 
study was done, costs have come 
down for both technologies. 

For iSCSI in particular, where 
desired throughputs are low 
enough to allow the use of stan- 
dard network cards and to piggy- 
back storage tasks on an existing 
network, the total cost of an iSCSI 
SAN will be as little as a third the 
cost of Fibre Channel, following 
the detailed Adaptec calculation 
methodology. And iSCSI drivers 
for Linux, Windows, and some 
non-Linux Unix variants now 
come with the operating system at 
no extra charge. 

A Look At The Market 

A quick look at the Dell Web 
site shows the difference. Dell 
offers comparable Fibre Channel 
and iSCSI systems (iSCSI uses 
EMC Clariion software). The 
iSCSI EMC AXlOOi base version, 
with one CPU and three 160GB 
SATA drives, costs $4,500. The 
comparable Fibre Channel AX 100 
sells for $7,500. At the high end, 
the dual processor EMC AXlOOi 
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is $8,500 and the Fibre Channel 
version is $12,000, each with 
four drives. 

You get what you pay for. The 
iSCSI version as supplied by Dell 
is limited to Windows Server 
2003, a maximum of two serv- 
ers directly attached, and up to 
150MBps throughput. The Fibre 
Channel version allows up to four 
servers to be directly attached and 
up to 300 MBps throughput. But 
both, using up to 12 SATA drives 
totaling 3TB in a single enclosure, 
allow up to 30,000 cached I/O 
calls per second. The idea is to use 
these devices for storage over a 
network. But performance is good 
enough for light real-time data- 
base use and for Web services that 
don't involve video streaming. 

EMC is not alone in the low 
end of the market. IBM's Total- 
Storage DS3000 is an iSCSI- 
based storage array with a low 
price point aimed at small busi- 
nesses. There's also a Fibre 
Channel version, the DS400. 

At the lowest end, String Bean 
Software's WinTarget software 
uses the free Windows iSCSI ini- 
tiator to turn any Windows server 
with local disk into an iSCSI target. 
The tiny firm has an OEM deal 
with Fujitsu Siemens Computers 
and direct sales off its Web site. It 
claims more than 100 paying cus- 
tomers, at $250 per server, since it 
launched its software last May. 

Be Proactive 

What about future needs? Small 
companies often have more fluid 
SAN needs than bigger, more sta- 
ble firms. Keeping everything 
connected with Fibre Channel is 
more difficult than connecting 
through iSCSI from multiple ven- 
dors and over network segments 
with varying capacities as needed. 
So the small number of firms that 
have deployed iSCSI tend not to 
convert to Fibre Channel, but FC 
fans use iSCSI as a supplemen- 
tary technology. 

Companies that concentrate on 
Fibre Channel still tell potential 
customers that iSCSI won't scale. 
But the specs tell a more nuanced 
tale: iSCSI scales well in terms of 
storage capacity. The jury is still 
out on throughput and transac- 
tions per second: iSCSI has been 
improving fast, but the fastest 
HBAs, if you find them neces- 
sary, raise iSCSI's price tag. 

If you're nervous about scaling, 
consider the Cisco MDS 9216i fab- 
ric switch. It has 14 Fibre Chan- 
nel ports (2Gbps) along with 
two Gigabit Ethernet ports, which 
can be configured to support 
either Fibre Channel over Internet 
Protocol or iSCSI. 

Fibre Channel requires its own 
network, and iSCSI does not. But 
the experts agree that separating 
an iSCSI network from normal 
LAN traffic makes sense, if only 
for security reasons. Existing net- 
works may have unnoticed bot- 
tlenecks as well — even stray 
10-BaseT or 100BaseT hubs and 
switches — whereas iSCSI can 
work over lGbE or lOOOBaseT. 

But the vote is split over wheth- 
er iSCSI-specific HBAs are all 
that important. ESG sees little 
performance penalty. Asaro says 
that in some cases, customers 
have upgraded to iSCSI from a 
three-year-old Fibre Channel 
SAN and have seen a perfor- 
mance improvement.

The point he makes is that 
many hackers fly under the radar 
and use low-tech techniques to 
get past a company's defenses. 

The book is organized into a 
series of cons and how they could 
have been prevented. In some 
ways this book is a big ego trip for 
Mitnick, who shows off his con- 
siderable talents as a con man. But 
every security professional can use 
it as a reference for bullet-proofing 
her organization from scammers 
trolling for passwords. One trick: 
Call the help desk of a company 
and, acting very official, ask them 
for users who have reported trou- 
ble. Then call up the users, acting 
as if you were from the help desk, 
and ask them for their passwords. 

The book is well researched 
and written in an anecdotal style 
that is easy to recall. This book 
will send shivers through the 
spines of IT professionals every- 
where. But as Sun Tzu said in 
"The Art of War," you must know 
your enemy and yourself. 

Also worth reading is Mitnick' s 
second book on hacking, "The Art 
of Intrusion," which was pub- 
lished by Wiley in March.

Nicholas Carr shook up the 
high-tech industry when he 
argued in a May 2003 article in 
the Harvard Business Review that 
"IT Doesn't Matter." He said that 
information technology has be- 
come powerful, but it is so afford- 
able and easy to implement now 
that it no longer gives a competi- 
tive advantage to those who 
invest heavily in it. That article 
caused a furor among CEOs, such 
as Sun Microsystems boss Scott 
McNealy, who argue that innova- 
tion is the lifeblood of tech. 

Many misunderstood Carr to 
mean that technology is unimpor- 
tant, when his real argument is 
that it is misused. Carr contends, 
in the book that expounds upon 
his arguments, that IT is now a 
commodity that is just a cost of 
doing business. He says the evolu- 
tion of IT parallels to development 
of railroads and electrical power. 
The greatest risk in this age, Can- 
argues, is overspending on tech- 
nology for technology's sake. He 
suggests companies cut waste, use 
capacity from the overspending 
binge, place tight controls on IT 
usage, and become more rigorous 
in systems planning. 

But critics have pointed out that 
Carr glosses over the different 
kinds of IT, ignoring some com- 
plex areas such as the difficulty of 
integrating legacy systems. They 
say that spending money on such 
projects will pay off and shows 
that there is more to IT than just 
hardware or off-the-shelf software. 
Carr's book, however, is more bal- 
anced than the original article in 
giving opponents their say.

Christensen, a Harvard 
Business School professor, ar- 
gues that great companies can 
fail because they too-faithfully 
execute good management prac- 
tices. It shows how companies 
from IBM to Sears listened 
closely to their best customers 



and developed products that 
those customers wanted, only to 
ignore the larger group of cus- 
tomers who decided that older 
products with cheaper price tags 
were good enough for them. 
Business leaders too often fail to 
see the value of disruptive tech- 
nologies, such as cheap PCs for 
a company such as Digital 
Equipment Corp., until it's too 
late and a rival comes in to 
undercut them. 

The book scared many man- 
agers who felt it undermined a 
generation of management theory 
about listening to your customers 
and building products with high 
margins. In essence, Christensen 
said that companies need to be on 
guard and know when it's time to

The communications revolution 
started by the Internet is morph- 
ing into the blog, or Web log, rev- 
olution.

inflection point, when some major 
technological change forces a com- 
pany to adapt or die.

Emerging Tools Help Software Developers 
Locate & Correct Security Flaws 



by Stephen J. Bigelow 

Network operators and administrators 
are faced with ever-changing security threats. 
Although most small to medium-sized enter- 
prises have made great strides in protecting 
their network perimeter and testing for intru- 
sions, the most significant security threats 
seem to exist within the applications them- 
selves. Any IT professional can probably 
recount many late nights patching OSes and 
applications as new software vulnerabilities 
are identified and exploited. This seemingly 
endless cycle of patching has become a

major expense for businesses that are already 
under tremendous pressure to secure their 
data, forcing many IT departments to expect 
(and demand) better security testing from 
their software developers. 

The Missing Link 

Application-level security issues are one 
of the most significant and pervasive prob- 
lems facing organizations today. "Accord- 
ing to the Gartner Group, more than 70% of 
attacks against a company's network come 
at the application layer and not the network 
or system layer," says Kevin Kernan, presi- 
dent and CEO of Secure Software. As soft- 
ware becomes more complex, it is also 
becoming more vulnerable. Unfortunately, 
such increased complexity also makes vul- 
nerabilities much harder to identify and cor- 
rect. "Applications are vulnerable to attack 
and exploitation, and given the ingrained, 
hard-to-find vulnerabilities that exist in 



functionality, performance, and integration, 
the lack of security testing early in the devel- 
opment process can have serious conse- 
quences. Failure to address security through- 
out the application lifecycle can result in 
damages such as the loss of intellectual prop- 
erty, money, or data," says Kernan. 

Tools & Training 

The underlying issue is often a lack of 
tools and training. Software developers are 
well versed in popular languages and devel- 
opment tools but frequently lack secure cod- 
ing practices, as well as the tools to test that 
coding for vulnerabilities. Kernan explains, 
"Most developers have simply not been 
trained in secure coding practices, and most 
quality assurance officers have not been 
trained to test for security vulnerabilities. 
Two mistakes that developers often make 
are failing to validate all input, which allows 
for possible unauthorized data access, and 
allowing buffer overflows to occur, which 
allows malicious code to execute." 

While increasing government regulations 
do not yet mandate application security 
directly, Kernan notes indirect security 
demands. "For example, Sarbanes-Oxley 
forces auditors to pay close attention to 
information technology controls over finan- 
cial reporting systems. When evaluating IT 
processes and controls, many auditors advo- 
cate assessing and documenting risks in a 
variety of areas, including security adminis- 
tration, application maintenance and change 
control, business continuity, data manage- 
ment and disaster recovery, management of 
technical infrastructure and operations, and 
asset management. Though application 
security is not directly mandated, it is 
required in order to determine risk in many, 
if not all, of the areas listed above." 

Whether you develop software for com- 
mercial release or in-house use, Kernan says 
that it's important to re-evaluate application

applications, an increasing number of 
attacks are succeeding." 

Kernan points to four common vulnerabil- 
ity types in modern software: buffer over- 
flows, race conditions, format strings, and 
invalidated input. Buffer overflows and for- 
mat strings allow the execution of malicious 
code, crashing critical systems and even 
placing attackers in control of applications. 
Race conditions can result in DOS attacks or 
allow access to sensitive files. Invalidated 
input may allow unauthorized data access 
and privilege escalation, letting an attacker 
take control of an important system. 

The real problem, notes Kernan, is that IT 
staff can secure a perimeter and test for intru- 
sions, but they simply cannot correct the 
application code until the developers make 
those corrections, which usually only come 
after a vulnerability has been publicized and 
damage has been done. "While most devel- 
opment teams test their applications for 



development techniques. "Organizations 
need to take a three-pronged approach to 
application security: people, process, and 
technology." Developers and quality assur- 
ance/testing personnel must be trained in best 
practices for secure coding, and those best 
practices should be implemented throughout 
the software development lifecycle. "Secure 
Software has developed CLASP: Com- 
prehensive, Lightweight Application Se- 
curity Process. CLASP provides crucial 
guidance to application architects and devel- 
opers before code is ever written, ensuring 
that appropriate security is an intrinsic com- 
ponent of a program and not forced in after 
the fact. CLASP is included in each 
Code Assure product." Finally, developers 
must have access to tools that support secure 
software development. Secure Software's 
CodeAssure is one such product that can 
automate the identification, assessment, and 
remediation of software vulnerabilities. 



Paradigm Shift 

Kernan sees a need for fundamental 
changes in the traditional software develop- 
ment process — not just to address increased 
software complexity but also to manage vast- 
ly increased connectivity. "As our society 
becomes more and more reliant on Web- 
based transactions, businesses will be forced 
to expose applications that were never 
intended for external exposure." The tradi- 
tional development model of "release it now 
and fix it later" is no longer viable. "Today, 
application security is largely dealt with after 
the application is deployed, and security vul- 
nerabilities are addressed as a maintenance 
activity. Finding and fixing any defects 
or flaws after deployment is dramatically 
more expensive than if collapsed during the 



development process. Also, continuing to 
rely on human experts to physically scan 
code is neither scalable nor accurately repeat- 
able. Given the demands for secure applica- 
tions — both regulatory and innate — the mar- 
ket is starving for automation," says Kernan. 
Although today's security tools are adept 
at locating and identifying potential vulner- 
abilities, Kernan expects such development 
tools to eventually extend much further. "In 
the near future, we expect automation to 
address remediation, just as spellcheckers 
provide choices for fixing a spelling error. 
We further expect that adoption of these 
processes and automation technologies will 
depend on the level of integration they 
offer with other market-leading technolo- 
gies for design, development, testing, and 
quality assurance." 



What's Next 



A New Phase In Memory 

As researchers examine new materials and technologies to improve tomorrow's 
processors and other key semiconductors, memory devices also stand to benefit from 
such developments. Royal Philips Electronics researchers may have found a way to com- 
mercialize "phase change memory" using a thin layer of antimony and tellurium. Points 
on the layer may be arranged in either an amorphous or crystalline state, and reflections 
from a laser beam can then discern the difference between each state, ultimately translat- 
ing into digital data. This works in much the same way that CDs and DVDs do. 

The problem is in managing the phase changes, which typically requires heating a 
point to several hundred degrees Celsius in just a few nanoseconds. Not only does this 
require a lot of energy to accomplish, but it also must be accomplished quickly (on the 
order of nanoseconds) without making accidental changes to adjacent memory cells. If 
the ongoing research is successful, phase change memory devices can eventually 
replace DRAM, flash memory, and possibly even hard drives. 

Microsoft Patches Patcher 

Patch management has become a difficult and frustrating endeavor for IT staff and 
other PC users seeking to head off potentially devastating software vulnerabilities. 
Traditional Windows Update and Office Update tools are not always proactive enough 
to ensure timely updates in the face of an impending threat. Microsoft has recently taken 
a new step forward with patch management by releasing a beta version of Microsoft 
Update. The free utility automatically downloads updates for WinXP/2000/Server 2003, 
SQL Server, Exchange, and other Office applications. It is likely that this new patching 
utility may eventually be upgraded to support other programs into the future. The final 
version of Microsoft Update should be available later this year. 

New Compiler To Boost Open Source 

Open-source software is becoming increasingly important for small to medium- sized 
enterprises, as are the tools used to create open-source software. All software must be 
compiled, which requires the use of a compiler utility to process source code instructions 
(such as C++ code) into the machine-readable executable instructions needed by a 
processor. Much of the open-source software created today is compiled through GCC, 
which is short for GNU Compiler Collection. First released in 1987, GCC has under- 
gone numerous revisions through the years, and GCC 4.0 is finally on the horizon. You 
can see the specific changes and updates at gcc.gnu.org/gcc-4.0/changes.html. 

For the software development community, a new version of GCC holds a lot of promise, 
especially the potential for better machine code performance using an optimization called 
scalar replacement and aggregates. A new security feature (dubbed Mudflap) can also 
check the code for basic security flaws such as buffer overruns. Improved source code 
translation and better performance will have a profound impact on all types of open-source 
software development projects, from OSes such as Linux to applications such as Firefox 
and OpenOffice.org. In short, better compilers can mean better software, which in turn can 
be more competitive with mainstream proprietary applications from Microsoft and IBM.
